this all hands save Mr. Hayes went up 
and he made a dive to get under the 
aim of the robber and grapple with 
him about the waist. But the robber 
covered him and the former sheriff 
straightened up and put 
hia hands 


high over his head. 


The quartet was then 
ordered to 


stand up against the wall by the short 
man, who keep them covered with his 
revolver and saw to it that they kept 
their hands high in the air. 


The tall men went behind the bar 


and secured $20 in cash, for the most 
part small change. ' This he put in his 
pockets.
